We cannot live unto him, if we indulge a 8 
temper, or ſpirit, in a day of adverſity, The Lord's people hav 
always ſhone brighteſt in the furnace of affliction; and have hon- 
oured him in the higheſt manner, when they were in the midſt of 
the fiery trial.

zeal, and in all the graces of the chriſtian character. The heart of 


Paul was at no time warmer in the cauſe of Chriſt than when he 
was in bonds, When the Apoſtle was taking leave of the elders of 
the church of Epheſus, he declares, after mentioning that in every 
city, bonds and afflictions awaited him, © But none of theſe things 
move me; neither count I my life dear urito myſelf, ſo that I might 
finiſh my courſe with joy, and the miniſtry which I haye teceiv 

of the Lord Jeſus, to teſtify the goſpel of the grace of God“ The 
Apoftles ftrove in all things, to“ approve themſelves as the min- 
iſters of God, in much patience, in afflictions, in neceflities, in diſ- 
trefles, in ſtripes, in impriſonments, in tumults, in labours, in watch- 
ings, in faſtings, by pureneſs, by knowledge, by.long-ſuffering, by 
kindneſs, by the Holy Ghoſt, by love unfeigned, and in a word, 
by their whole deportment, under all their reproaches and ſuffer- 
ings. Hence they were enabled to ſay, —“ As ſorrowful, yet al- 
way rejoicing ; as poor, yet making many rich; as having noth- 
ing, and yet poſſeſſing all things.“ The primitive chriſtians took 
joyfully the ſpoiling of their goods, knowing in themſelves that 
they had in heaven a better and an enduring ſubſtance, | 


Wir are required under reproaches, or worldly loſſes, or be. 
reavements, to acknowledge the righteouſneſs of God, to feel our 
deſert of his anger, and humbly to ſaoblicate his mercy. Our char. 
after is not to be determined by what we endure ; but by the man- 
ner how, or in which we endure. If when we feel the rod we are 
humbled, and are invited to love God more and ſerve him better, we 
ſhall be able to adopt the words of the Pſalmiſt, © I know, O Lord, 
that thy judgments are right, and that thou in faithfulneſs haſt af- 
flicted met Happy, thrice happy are they, who, while their 
earthly hopes are deſtroyed, become more and. more weaned from

Tuts evidently implies a willingneſs, if God ſo require, to lay 
down our natural life for the ſake of Chriſt, or his kingdom. If 
we withhold this ſacrifice, when called to make it, we cannot be 
the diſciples of Him who died for finners. Many have heretofore 
ſuffered martyrdom, or have died by the hand of the cxecutioner, 


for their faith in the Son of God. Few in theſe latter ages have 


been called to ſeal the fincerity of their devotedneſs to Him with 
their blood. But, as chriſtians, we are ftill to hold ourſelves in 
readineſs to go out of the world at the ſtake, or in any other way 
that the malace of Chriſt's enemies may invent, rather than deny 
him before men. | 


Ir we meet death in the ordinary way, we are commanded to 
die unto the Lord. Every real ſervant of his, leaves the time and 
outward manner of his departure in his hand. We are ſtrangers to 
the ſpirit of the goſpel, if we do not cordially ſubmit to the Bixins 

government in deſtining us to the grave; whether in the morning, 
the meridian, or the evening of human life. We may think it q' 
igable to be continued long on the earth, that we may do more ſer. 
vice; either by training up our families, or by ſtriving to melio- 
rate the ftate of ſociety, or by laboring, as humble inſtruments in 
God's hand, to prepare men for future happineſs: But we are unfit 
to determine what is beſt on the whole; and ought, with unfeigned 
reverence, to commit all our plans to the lifpoſal of Him, who 
is wonderful in counfel, and excellent in working. He only knows 


whether it will be moſt conducive to his declarative glory, to call 


us inſtantly from a ſtate of perfect health, into the world of ſpirits, 
or to give us notice of Death's approach by a ſhort or a long ſeaſon 
of fickneſs, or by any other means. What pain or weakneſs we 
ſhall paſs through while the king of terrors is advancing we know 
not. It is our indiſpenſible duty to be at all times prepared for the 
awful event, and to reſign to the will of the Sovereign Lord of Life 
and Death, the manner in which we are to go down to the land of 
filence, Our ,removal from time, will be Fo conducted as beſt to 
anſwer the deſigns of the Divine Government, and to promote our 
happineſs, if we be friends to the character of Him who ruleth. 
When we are praying relative to the dying hour, we ought to ſay 
gnto God, Not my will, but thine be done. 3 2 


Ac AI Every true chriſtian deſires the gracious preſence of 
his Lord and Saviour, when he ſhall be called to endure the pains of 
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Allution. David, in the xx111 Pſalnl, after declaring that the

The martyrs appear to have enjoyed it: An 
chriſtians in general who have ſpent their days in a time of perſecu- 
tion, have met death with a more joyful hope of immortality, than 
their brethren whoſe lives were never in. any remarkable perils from 
the violence of the wicked. Divine ſupport will not be withhold.
